The Mathematics Department works 
hard all year round to teach students the 
basic skills they need for life in the ‘real 
world. In addition, they teach more 
abstract concepts to develop high-order 
thinking skills in preparation for their 
students to succeed in college. The 
teachers in this department strive to 
ensure student success on standardized 
tests such as MCAS and the SAT _ as well as 
the Advanced Placement math exams, for 
which students can earn college credits.
